Hnnsard, in 459 volumes, cannot 
be considered light reading, and the 
lovere of each will not thereby bo 
attracted to the University of Penn- 
sylvania, which has cmno into pos- 
session of tho scries. But tho tomes 
contain tho debates of the English 
parliament for a period < if M25 years, 
going hack to tho time of its Saxon 
origin, before tho days of William 
Rufua and the wars of tho roses. 
Tho historical student will not ex- 
pect stenographic reports of tho elo- 
quence of those early times, for the 
art of vorhatim reporting is quite 
modern, but somothing has been re- 
covered which will pass for the offi- 
cial record, and the engulfing Han- 
sard embraces it all, presenting a con- 
tinuity of parliamentary discussion 
before which even such robust mas- 
tors of research as Gibbon, Carlyle 
and Albertus Magnus might turn 
aside in confusion and despair. Tt is 
only in recent years that parliamen- 
tary speeches have been reported 
with anything like accuracy. Up t« 
tho closo of tho last century they 
wore written out from memory by 
tho drudges and day laborer.* of lit- 
erature, sometimes men of genius, 
like old Sam Johnson, who repro- 
duced the speeches of lxith sides, 
taking care that "the Whig dogs 
should not get the bout of it" and 
ding tho eloquence of 
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Shorthand camo in with the be- 
ginning of the present century, but 
was not immediately perfected, and 
its early parliamentary and other 
records have a good deal of guess- 
work and conjectural interpolation 
in thorn, not always to the impair- 
ment of tho original fabric. But for 
a long timo tho reports of parlia- 
ment, like those of or own logisliv 
tive chambers, have lieon of great 
accuracy, and thoy constitute a 
body of dohate which in tho impor- 
tance of tho subjects discussed and 
tho lines of action radiating there- 
from have never been equaled in 
tho world. 

The University of Pennsylvania is 
lucky in possessing so rare a tveas- 
uro, exceeding in bulk tho scrolls 
in which Manotha. priest of Seben- 
nytus, preserved the memory of tho 
Egyptian dynasties, besides being a 
good deal more interesting and im- 
portant. Considering the mass of 
literature which these volumes con- 
tain, it is rather alarming to prefig- 
ure what our own congressional elo- 
quence willamountto in printed bulk 
at the end of tho ensuing eight cen- 
turies. The forecast is entirely over- 
whelming, but the result, though 
not to bo precisely defined, is inevi- 
table unless some Cromwell arises to 
shake down our parliamentary fab- 
ric and blow it abroad ui>on the 
winds as dust and stubble and some 
Omar to burn up the congressional 
and other libraries. In default of 
some such measure of limitation 
congressional bibliography will run 
into proportions beside which the 
serried ranks of Hansard will dwin- 
dle to naught and its expanding bulk 
constitute a monace to the stability 
of institutions which require such an 
amount of talk to keep them going.
